DE AR F RIENDS, 


FTER a long and dark Night of Apoſtacy from the Spirit of 
Chriſtianity, it pleaſed the Father of infinite Mercies to viſit our

the Church : This yaw, therefore, under a ſolid Engagement for the 
Revival of godly Care and good Order amongſt us, and that the Affairs of 
Truth may be conducted to the Honour of our holy Head, have judged it 
expedient, That the Quartecly-meeting for this City and County ſhould be 
fully gathered by the SEconD- Hour ; that a ſuitable Time may be ſpent in 
religious and ſolemn Worſhip, in which we may wait to know our Spirits 
divinely influenced, and be properly qualified to tranſact the weighty Concerns 
of the Society, agreeable to the Nature of our Chri/tian Diſcipline. 3 

And as the irregular Gathering of Meetings is an unſpeakable Hurt and 
Interruption to their Solemnity, and the Time for Retirement in this cannot 
be expected to hold ſo long as in Meetings for Worſhip only, Friends are 

earneſtly requeſted punctually to attend at the Time appointed. It is alſo 
deſired, that no Certificates may be brought to the Two-Weeks Meeting on 
the Day the Quarterly- meeting is held, unleſs a Delay thereof will be attended 
with an obvious Inconvenience. 

And, dear Friends, notwithſtanding the Declenſion that is crept in amongſt 
us, and too many are loving this preſent World ; we truſt, if Friends, in a 
Spirit of Brotherly Affection, unite their Endeavours to promote Truth, and 
advance its Cauſe, divine Goodneſs will bind us more cloſely in the Lervice, 
and we ſhall become Help- meets in Government, and a Strength to each other. 
Let us therefore endeavour to lay aſide every Thing that would impede our 
Service, and, with Chearfulneſs, diſcharge our Duty to God and the Church 
of Chriſt. 

A Mind diſengaged from the intangling Things of this Life, free from an 


inordinate Purſuit of temporal Enjoyments, and fincerely given up to promote 


Righteouſneſs, and to anſwer the true End of Chriſtian ney,” will teel that 
. ſweet Peace which far ſurpaſſeth all worldly Pleaſures. 

And as the principal Intention of this Appress, is to ſtir Friends up to a 
more general and conſtant Attendarice of the Quartecly-meeting, we recom- 
mend this Branch of Duty to their ſerious Conſideration.
